That every principle of common safety 
of the protecuion of life, the presersation 
of liberty and the secursiy of property, 
justifies them in, and compels them to this 
course , and that such action 1s adimussa- 
ble the precedent of Oregon 1s an instance 
n pomt. 

That the executive and judictal powers 
ot the Territory of Kansas are tov far 
removed .to be available for the ordinary 
purposes of government, and that the peo- 
ple residing within the Territory of Jef- 
ferson are consequently without any form 
of government, or any estabhshed judi- 
ciary, civil or criminal. 

That large numbers of people have con- 
gregated in the monntains and on the 
plains of said Territory, and have there 
made their homes, that property has been 
acquired, commerce established, farms 
opened and cultivated, tawns built and 
communities formed, for the purpose of 
trade and social, comfort, and absolutely 
require the safeguards of a regularly es- 
tablishéd government for the protection 
of their numerous interests.

Ow Expiorers in South America 


The New- York Journal of Commerce 
has a leter of the 2d July from Buenos 
Ayres, from which we chp thé following: 

The U.S, Exploring Expedition, under 
command of Capi. Page, reports fine 
progress. On the 20th of June they 
weie above any point ever reached by 
steamer in the Paraguay River. They 
called at Conception and San Salvador, 
the last two towns on the Paraguayan 
side, and found them to be poor, misera- 
ble assemblages ef huts, peopled with 
half naked descendants of the old Span- 
iards, yet speaking the old Guarine lang- 
uage. They ascended the Rio Negro, 
and would im their progress go up the 
San Lorenzo, and then the river Cayaba _ 
to the town ef that name in Brazil, 
About the 20th of June they passed Fort 
Ohmpa, the last fort of Paraguay. Up 
to that pont they bought their wood for 
fuel on “the river bank, but afterwards 
had to cut it themselves The rugged 
and timbered country m that region ex- 
inbued much the appearance of the Upper 
Mississippi. The crew and officers oon- 
unued in good health and spirits, though 
the last word fiom them at Buenos Ayres 
was three months after their departure. 
Aletter from the head waters of the 
Paraguay states that they would spend 
the Fourth of July at the hide Brazillian 
town of Cayaba. ;

On the 15th of Sept. we again set out 
for a tramp in the mountains, in company 
with messrs Parker, Halley, Willard. 
Sumner, Moer and Hall. ` 

Suiking directly westward from Aura- 
ria-across the rolling plain we reached 
Montana Creek in about$ten miles at a 

-point three miles below the foot of the 
mountains. The stream ıs about tworods 
“wide and eighteen inches deep, of crystal 
clear water, running wuh rapid curren; 
nee ~ over a bed-of water-worn gravel and 
boulders. Following up the stream a 
short distance, we passed the junction of 
the North and South forks, and continued 
up the latter, much the smaller stream, 
passing through a narrow, rocky canon 
where ıt cuts through the first mountain 
ridge, and crossing the narrow latteral 
. valley, we camped at the mouth of the 
canon in the main mountain ridge. Our 
hunter had killed a fine antelope acon af- 
ter setting out and we fared sumptuously 
on broiled steaks. 

Soon after sunset a brisk gale set in 

blowing from the mouth of the gorge; the 
cold mountain air rushing down to dis- 
place the warm air of the plains. Such 
is daily the case from all the mountain 

: gorges, a fact to us well known, but which 

we had entirely overlooked in this instance 
i and for our thoughtlessness werefcompell- 
ed to endure the blast of a bellows until 

- morning. 

Sept. 16th. We found the pass of the 
~canon impracticable, and had to climb the 
the mountain tothe right, the ascent not 
very abrupt, but over two miles long, and 
quite rocky. Upon reaching the summit, 
we found good traveling through pine ope- 
nings and grassy glades, for half a dozen 
miles tothe head of'the stream we had 
attempted to ascend, a most beautiful and 
romantic region of verdant meadows and 
park-like groves of pines with orchards of 
cherry trees bending with ripe fruit, high 
upon the mountain sides; witha landscape 
the world cannot excel. Near by in a 
grove of pines, we noticed the foundation 
for a house, denoting the squatter’s pre- 
` empton claim, and the very highest 

. Spring of the little creek had been dried 

out. and the grass around it trampled 
down, showing the Invading footsteps of 
civilization, where, until within a few 
short weeks, the wild deer had never been 
l disturbed in ats gambols. 
- Along a grassy valley between the ngh 
and rocky peaks, a few hours brought us 
to Montana Creek where it comes directly 
from the southward; crossing ,we followed 
\h2course of a tmbutary coming from 
the West, for several miles, until our path 
joined the road tothe South Park, where 
we turned South following that road 
through a beautiful country the remain. 
der of the day, and’part of the following. 

Our hanter, to-day, bagged a number 
of mountain pheasants and squirrels, a 
sure prelude to a bounteous supper. 

Sept 17h. Very heavy white frost 
this morning. At ten o'clock we left the 
road, turning abruptly to the Eastward in 
he direction of the Platte, following down 

a stream we soon found our course stopped 
by an impassable canon, and-were ob- 
liged tomake our way over a high moun- 
` tun and down the next gulch, which we 
found passable and ere long found our- 
3 selves onthe banks of the North fork of 
4 the South Platte, ma beautiful park of 
i several hundred acres, which bore the ev- 
ident marks of being a favorite resort for 
a .baffaloes. i 
i: We were now on the ground we came 
expressly to prospect, and set about our 
_work immediately, finding a small quan- 
tity of gold in nearly every pan washed, 
_ but nothing that would pay in this day of 
big expectations and larger hopes. 

Sept. 18th. At dayhght, one of the 
party set out to killa deer, ın which he 
.succeeded, bringing in a fine yearling 
“black tail” in a couple of hours. Later in 
the day we moved along down the stream, 
prospecting here and there with similar 

‘ success, and made our camp near the 
` mouth of Sandy, where we had found 
gold on a former expedition. We now 
prospected the ground thoroughly, but 
i with-no better success than above, 

The polis almost universally distribut- 
ed, but notin large quantities, although, 
the prospect is better than we were able 

- Jast Sprmg to find on Vasquez River, 
_ where now there are several mining com- 
panies working at great expense and with 


flattering prospects. 
On the mountains neat we found sev- 
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eral leads ef quartz—hard and fliiùty—~ 
none sufficiently decomposed to wash, nor 
had we the facilities for testing whether 
or not it contained gold, but of that there 
can scarce be a doubt, from the fact of 
float gold being found in the vicinity. 

Sept. 19th. A very heavy white frost 
gives everything the appearance of winter, 
vegetation frozen stiff, and ice, in water- 
pails, three gighths of an inch thick. 

As our party were somewhat anxious 
to find “pound diggings” and would not 
refuse something better, we again took 
up our hne of march to the eastward, as- 
cending for several miles, along a valley 
between redish colored ridges and hillocks 
of decomposed granite and granite boul- 
ders: passing over the south foot of Platte 
Peak, a lofty rugged mountain standing m 
the forks of the river and much the most 
prominent one between Pilie’s Peak a 
the Platte Canon. 

A long and somewhat difficult descen 
brought us to the South or main fork of 
tne South Platte in ten miles from- where 
we had left the North fork, and about the 
same distance above the junction. The 
river, here, is six or eight rods wide, and 
three feet deep with very rapid current, 
gold is found all slong it, but no diggings 
that are very rich. 

From here we determined to strike did 
rectly East to the plain, over a country of 
which nothing wasknown. We spent half 
the afternoon in climbing the mountain 
ridge, and the other half, ın getting down 
into a gorge ten times worse than where 
we started, and here night caught us be- 
tween rugged, rocky walls, more than a 
a thousand feet high,in a choked up 
gorge, impassable euher to the right or, 
to the left, but we cooked our venison, 
bread and coffee, ate our supper, and then 
sat around the fire and broiled grouse and 
pheasants on long sticks and ate them to 
pass away the time, and when that was 
done, we spread our blankets under the 
tall firs on the banks of the babbling 
brook and slept and dreamed until day- 
light awoke us tothe realities of moun- 
tain climbing again. 

Sept., 20th, Frost again this morn- 
ing. We found a deer path leading up 
the mountain ın the direction we wished 
to go, aud following it zig-zaging among 
the rocks, clingmg to the bushes and roots. 
slowly but surely ascending until at last 
we stood npon the summit of the ridge 
overlooking the plain, but miles were 
traveled before we reached it, to eat our 
dinner, long after noon, ın the shades of 
som old-fashioned oaks on the bank of 
Plum Creek, where it emerges from its 
mountain course. 

We followed down the stream, first to 
the East and then Northward, unul our 
camp was made at the foot of the most 
Northerly table mountain, or mesa, 
many of which dot the plains in this vicin- 
ity. They rise abruptly from the plain, 
with steep sides and nearly level surface, 
hke huge blocks scattered over a level 
floor, some of them many huudred feet 
in hight. < 

Sept., 21st. Down Plam Creek to its 
mouth, more than twenty miles from where 
it enters the plain. 

This stream has a beautful valley of 
more than half a mile in width, luxunant- 
ly overgrow with willows, currant and 
cherry bushes, highly susceptable of cul- 
tivation and capable of producing wonder 
ful crops, im many places naturally, and 
everywhere with simple and cheap irri- 
gation. 

Beyond this valley, on esther side, is 
another bench, or belt of bottom land, 1n 
many places miles in width, richly cover- 
ed with grass, having a good soil. naturly 
well adapted to the culture of wheat, and 
ether crops wth irrigation, which will be 
more expensive than in the lower valley 

From Plum Creek, home by the courie 
of the Platte, along the valley of which, 
many settlements have been-made the 
presént season, and where soon will be 
seen waving fields of golden grain. 

This trp tothe mouutains has been 
most pleasant—unhike the one preceding 
when itrained continuously—we have not 
felt a drop of rain; and never were days 
so bright, so balmy and so mild, or mur- 
muring music of whispering forests and 
rippling waters so gentle and sweet. We 
shall long look back upon these as a few 
of the pleasant days of our life. 

Why cannot’ our pleasure seekers of 
the North, the South and the East, instead 
of running off to Switzerland and Italy 
where the world stands still, following in 
the footsteps of thousands who have gone 
before, and gazing upon scenes with 
which they are perfectly familiar before 
seeing them—make a summer tour to 
their own Rocky Mountains and spend 
weeks and months where every day brings 
new scenes, such as the World cannot 
equal;—Snowy mountains without number 
towering thousands of feet above Mount 
Blanc,—waterfalls, mountain lakes and 
endlessforrest; woods filled with game, 
streams with fish, valleys with fruits, and 
the whole country sparkling with gold.

We are informed that 
the tunnel will penetrate some twenty 
known leads, and probably many more 
which show no external indication.

Atthe mouth 
of Chicago creek one company is prepar- 
ing to winter, and work in a tunnel, pene 
trating the mountain on the surface of the 
bed rock.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


For the Rocky Mountain News. 


A Tour through the Mining Dis- 
trict—Arapahoe—Incidents on 
the road—Coal Mines--Boulder 
City. 


Leaving Auraria we crossed the South 
Platte and passing near the base of the 
mountains, we went, in twelve mules, to 
Arapahoe, where we found a party en- 
gaged in slmcing for gold in Clear 
Creek, which runs by the town. A nar- 
row ditch had been dug for conducting 
water to the sluices. A ditch intended 
to be eight mies long 1s partly complete 
—when this enterprise 1s carried out I 
predict that mining wall pay if conducted 
on the hydraulic principle. Those at 
work at the sluices were making mode- 
rate wages. C. W. Fisk, Esq , informed 
us that most of the buildings — which 
number twenty---were put up last spring, 
since then but little has been done. Sev- 
eral contracts have been made for build- 
ing, and the town promises to thrive again. 

We left Arapahoe and traveled in a 
northerly direction, along the base of 
table mountains, behind which are ranges 
of towering peaks, the highest and most 
northerly being Long's Peak. We 
occasionally crossed tributaries of Clear 
and Boulder Creeks. On the bank of 
one of them we made our “noon halt,” 
and ate our dinner of crackers and sar- 
dines. Black, lowering clouds cautioned 
us to dispense with our siesta, and hurry 
on our journey. We had proceeded but 
a little way when old Boreas seemed to 
give vent to his wrath by first stopping 
our horses, then almost blowing them 
over and at last litterally stoning us The 
wind was so strong as to blow gravel 
stones, of the size of beans, from the 
road mto our faces, producing a stinging 
pain. One of our Indian pomes could 
Wale tifficulty reinain on lerra firma. 

e expected to reach Boulder City the 
same day, but owing to the severity of 
the storm, although unaccompanied by 
rain, we could only reach “Carbon Creek,” 
a distance of twelve miles from Arapahoe. 
On Carbon Cr.ek we found two young 
men, who had recently taken a claim 
there, for the purpose of working a coar, 
ming. We accepted their hospitality, 
and found them to be quite mtelligent 
Mı. H. C. Clark. one of the party, showed 
us the mine, which is near his house. 
We found it to be very rich bituminous 
coal, free of sulphur, and strongly im- 
pregnated with rosin There are three 
distinct leads, separated by gramite rock. 
The whole mass has been thrown from 
ats natural horizontal position, up to an 
angle of forty-five degrees, by some con- 
vulsive upheaval. The price received in 
Boulder and Arapahoe ıs seventy-five 
cents per bushel. The next morning was 
as beauuful as any under the Italian sky, 
seeming to atone for the disagreableness 
of the day previous. 

Mounting our horses we pushed on to 
Boulder City, which ıs named after the 
creek. running by the town. We think 
it well might be named after the last 
twelve miles of road which is full of 
* Boulders” and 1s the only road of the 
kind that I have seen ın Western Kansas 
The boundary line of Nebraska runs near 
this locality, so that most of itis really in 
Nebraska It reminds one of the Irish- 
man's description af a similar road, when 
he said, “there are two stones to one 
dirt.’ 

Although Boulder City is but a few 
months old there are sixty well built 
houses with good stores and warehou-es! 
Its location 1s very fine. The view from 
town through the “Pass” ıs beautiful. 
The Snowy range (a name very appro- 
priate) looms very conspicuously above 
mountains of emerald hue, hke a “ white 
capped billow” above surrounding waves. 
We are indebted to John Buel, Esq., for 
hospitaliues extended to. us during our 
short stay there. The morals of the 
people seem to be above the ordinary 
rate, ın this country, and we were strongly 
teminded of New England by: seeing 
boys with their Sunday pants and new 
jackets, wth a generous quantity of clean 
linen over a black collar rabbon, on their 
way to meeting. From Boulder we visit- 
ed the mines, about twelve miles distant. 
Our observations we will mention in 
a subsequent letter. LN. T.

The North American arrived at Far- 
ther Point on her way to Quebec, bring- 
ing European news to the 14th ult. 

An Accident had occurred to the Great 
Eastern, which will prevent her from 
starting on her trip to Portland for about 
three weeks.

They then saddled 
twe of the best horses belanging to the 
Overland Mail Cémpany, and taking four 
others and Phelps’ revolver and money, 
left for Sonora—leaving their two old, 
worn out ammals behind. Mr. Phelps 
was discovered nett day by some of the 
employees of the company, sull ahve, but 
he could give no account of the affair, and 
13 not expected ta recover. 

We hope this wall be warning to keep- 
ers of stations on the road of the O. M. 
Company. Itis seldom there are more 
than one or two persons at the station ata 
time, and they should be cautious, when 
Mexicans apply for the privilege of re- 
maining with them, who they accommo- 
date- If they are not known to be resi- 
dents of the Territory 1t would be better 
to refuse them. ‘This is not the first af- 
fair of the kind, and,Americans living 
alone should be very careful who they har- 
bor. ” 


A Gas from Water.
